McKinley Passed Away Sunday Afternoon—j 
Funeral Wednesday to be Attended by 


President Roosevelt 


In Memory of Nation1's Heroes

Canton. O-. May 27.—Death came to 


Mrs. 
Ida McKinley, widow of the 


martyred President McKinley. at 1:05 
o'clock Sunday afternoon. The gentle 
patient had been unconscious since 
Thursday of last week, when she sus- 
tained 
a severe stroke 
of apo- 


plexy. The transition from life to 
dciuh was so peaceful and gradual 
that it was with difficulty that the 
vigilant physicians and attendants 
noted when dissolution came. There 
was no struggle—no pain. 
Mrs. Mc- 


Kin!«»y never knew of the efforts made 
for days to prolong her life, nor of the 
solicitous hope against hope of her 
sister and other relatives and friends 
for her recover}". When the end came. 
* 
there were present Secretary George 
Cortelyou. Mr. and Mrs. M. C. Barber, 
Mrs. Sarah Duncan. Mrs. Luther Day. 
Justice and Mrs. William R. Day, Drs. 
Portiaan and Rixey and the nurses. 
"Mrs. McKinlpy lasted hours longer 
than we expected," said the secretary. 
"Her vitality was wonderful," said Dr. 
Portman. 


The body of Mrs. McKinley will be 


placed in the vault in .Westlawa ceme- 
tery, which holds the remains of her 
husband, until the completion of the 
national mausoleum on Monument 
Hii!. when both caskets will be trans- 
ferred to receptacles in that tornb. 


Among the messages of condolence 


received, were telegrams from Press- 
dent Roosevelt and Vice President 
Fairbanks. 


Mrs. 3IcKinIe-'s life of almost 60 


years had'been made familiar to the 
nation by the fact that more than half 
of it was a period of invalidism. 
Through all this, however, she showed 
a firm and unwavering belief in the 
career of her husband and by hor 
cheering words, in spite of personal 
afflictions, encouraged him when there 
•was darkness at hand. She believed 
that his star of destiny would never 
set until he had become president of 
this land and for more than a quarter 
of a century cherished that belief until 
her hopes were realized. 


After President McKinley's death. 


Bhe expressed a desire to join him and 
prayed day by day that she might die. 
Later, however, she frequently 
told 


friends she desired to live until the 
completion of the McKinley mausole- 
um, which is the gift of the nation, 
and which is to be dedicated on Jlonu- 
ment Hill Sept. CO. nest.
